Several times she made an 
attempt to conceal poiscn in her 
clothes, but was detected, and her 
attendents became more watchful, 
a nurse being employ ed. 
Friday afternoon Mrs. Stewart 
slipped off from her sister’s home 
and went to her residence, a few 
blocks down the street. 
It is sup* 
posed that she then procured a re 
volver and hid the weapon where 
she could find it at any time. 
About 5 130 o’clock Mrs. Good­ 
win wished to make a trip to a 
drug store two blocks away , and 
left Mrs. Stewart alone with the 
children for a few minutes. When 
she returned she found that Mrs. 
Stewart was not in the house. 
Mrs. Goodwin became alarmed 
and went to the home of a neigh­ 
bor, Mrs. G. S. Hay den, where she 
inq uired concerning her patient’s 
whereabouts. 
Mrs. Hay den joined 
Mrs. Goodwin in the search for the 
missing woman, and several houses 
were visited in the vain hope 
finding her. 
The searchers were then thor­ 
oughly alarmed, and fearing the 
worst, lighted a lantern with which 
to look in barns and outhouses. 
When they reached Mrs. Stewart’s 
home the cellar door, usually lock­ 
ed, was found open. 
Entering the 
dark pi tee, they found the body of 
Mrs. Stewart dead upon the iloor, 
the revolver and poison bottles tell­ 
ing the dreadful story 
Mrs. Stewart calmly prepared 
for her death 
She spread two 
q uilts upon the ground, and, ly ing 
upon thes3, swallowed the contents 
of two one-ounce bottles of laud­ 
anum, 
then

through her mouth into her brain.

An urgent effort bad been made 
to have Craft’s death sentence 
commuted to life imprisonment,and 
Monday Governor 
Dockery re­ 
ceived an anony mous letter which 
stated that if he did not commute 
Craft’s sentence to life imprison­ 
ment he (ihe governor) would be* 
assassinated. 
The threat has not 
m any way frightened the govern­ 
or, and he said the law would take 
its course, 
Craft^was at 3 o’clock Monday 
taken from the Missouri peniten­ 
tiary , strcngly manacled, to the 
county jail, where he was ex ecuted 
today . 
Craft was sent to the Missouri 
penitentiary from Lawrence coun­ 
ty in 1896 for train robbery . 
At 
the time of his arrest he was a fu­ 
gitive from justice in Tex as, where 
had committed train robbery . 
On Saturday , May 9 , 18 9 9 , he 
escaped from the Missouri peni­ 
tentiary in citizen’s clothes, ob­ 
tained in the factory where he was 
working, and jumped into a de­ 
livery wagon and drove through 
the principal thoroughfares of the 
city at a terrible speed. 
At the edge of town the wagon 
was turned over and he continued 
his flight on foot. 
At a farm house 
he stole a Winchester rifle, and 
when Henry Spieker, a member of 
the posse pursuing him, came sud­ 
denly upon him, Craft shot him in 
the stomach, which resulted in the 
boy ’s death. 
Another turn of the road and 
Craft came upon James Crump, a 
deputy constable, and leveled his 
^un upon him, but the weapon 
lung fire, and Crump shot the 
convict in the head, inflicting a 
scalp wound. 
Craft was taken back to the pen­ 
itentiary and placed in solitary 
confinement; was formerly tried 
and convicted in the Cole county 
circuit court of murder in the first 
degree.

TEN CENTS A ROUND TAX 


Measure Is Even More 
Kes trie live 
Tliau the Origiuai Grout B ill— 
Uonimittee Stood 1 2 to 5. 


Tlie friend s of the measu re for 
rigid restrictions on oleomargiiriiia 
and k ind red prod u cts carried their 
point before the hou se committee 
on agricu ltu re at Washington y es­ 
terd ay , and , by a v ote of 12 to 5 , 
ord ered the report of a bill which 
is ev en more restrictiv e than the 
original Grou t bill, reintrod u ced 
by Representativ e McCleary , of 
Minnesota. 
The su bject has been u nd er con­ 
sid eration for the past ten d ay s, all 
of the v ariou s interests hav ing been 
granted hearings. 
Before the meeting y esterd ay the 
friend s of rigid restriction held a 
conference and d ecid ed on sev eral 
amend ments. 
The original 
bill 
placed a tax of 10 cents per pou nd 
on oleomargarine and bu tterine 
colored to imitate y ellow bu tter. 
The word “ y ellow” was stru ck 
ou t, thu s mak ing the restriction 
apply to imi cations of white or any 
other k ind of bu tter. 
Another 
change mak es those who tak e u n­ 
colored bu tter and color it su bject 
to all the tax es and penalties of 
manu factu rers. 
W hen the committee met these 
amend ments were agreed to by the 
foregoing v ote. 
The opposition to 
the bill proposed nu merou s amend ­ 
ments, all of which were rejected . 
One of these permitted the u se of 
pu re milk , cream or bu tter as an in­ 
gred ient of oleomargarine; another 
applied the oleomargarine restric­ 
tions to “ renov ate bu tter.” 
Representativ e Henry , of Con­ 
necticu t, was au thorized to report 
the measu re as amend ed .
